HBADACHES AND HSARTACHES 


We find in most of the correspondence from our Glod friends 
their greatest trouble comes from boing ' too kind! to their bulbs 
at planting time. That is - those who write of their troubles. 

Trying some unheard of concoction as a disease preventative 
( and the bulbs didn't neod it ),which the bulbs couldn't take and the 
results too sad to relate. "My bulbs didn't gro" or "They started to 
groy and then turned yellow". 

All tho treatment your bulbs necd at planting time is a Efe to 
3 hour soak: in the recommended Lysol or Supergermite bath. (One table- 
spoon to one gallon of water). Thon if possible a 10 minuto dip in 
Calogreen if you care to use it. Plant your bulbs while still wet and 
quit fussing around with any more dips etc. 

In the fall at digging time wash and give a bath in Lysol or 
Supergermite dip for 10 or 15 minutes,store in a shallow tray for dry~ 
ing. Follow this practice and you will have good bulbs in your storage 

Dig early — Dry fast -— 80 degrees of heat von't hurt with good 
ventilation. 3ulbs should clean easily in about 3 weeks 


BRIILIZER 


In the use of commercial fertilizers use that which is low in 
Nitrate, 3-10-10 or 5-10-10 are fine ratios to use. Avoid the use of 
raw barn yard fertilizer. Personally we want no chicken fertilizer in 
any stage. Good leaf mold mixed in the trenches at at planting ¢ time . give 
ezcellent results for bloom, 


THRIP 


If your locality makes it compulsory to spray for this pest 
there are several recommended sprays for thrip. However - thoy should 
be applied at regular intervals, At least once every 10 days or after 
ahard rain. Tro qunces of Tartar Emetic — 6 ounces of brown sugar 
well mixed in 3 gallons of water. A number of articles on the use of 
D.D.T. have been written. However — by all moans be careful not to 
breathe any oF the dust. KEEP THE WIND BEHIND YOU.

It was our pleasure to grow this nev,lLarge,taki growing Red this 
past season and can truthfully say it is evorything "hich the intro- 
ducer claims for this varicty. 

We grew Red Wing to a heighth 67 inches from large size bulbs. 

Flower head of 38 inches. 26 bud spike vhich opencd 8 five and 
one half inch florets. Plants were tall and straight with fine foliage 


Florets are slightly recurved and ruffled,vith a mid rib in the 
petal which lends appeal. Spikes cut and brought inside opened well to 
the tip. also holding their color well.Can say from groving this var- 
iety myself that Red Wing is s good producer of bulblets. As to their 
germinating ability the introducer says;"germination is very good,pro- 
ducing tall saleable straight spikes". Number 6 bulbs produced 20 bud 
spikes with 25 inch flower heads for me.

In 1946 ve had the misfortune of plantins Queen Charlotte on a 
piece of ground ,unkno™m to us, had been pretty badly burned. This gave 
us some concern last spring at selling time, 


J Hovever our plantings for 1947 was much different and we have a 
very nice stock of this varicty. 


Queen Charlotte has never made large sized bulbs from bblts. for 
us. Our large sized oulbs this year are from number 6 and smaller.

In ordering from the foregoing list you may order 5 bulbs where listed at the 
10 rate. Howevr,this does not apply to bulblets where listed as per 10. In listing 
at 2- .25 or 4— .30 etc.that is just what it means. Do not split these listings and 
order 1 or 2 at the given rate. We cannot afford to handle orders for less than ve 
have them listed. On any of the varieties which are listed for more than $1.00 for 
a single bulb,you may if you desire order not less than 3 bulbs at the 10 rate. 


On all tne White Snorts of Picardy rhich we have grown,we find there is a ten 
dency for them to revert back to the Picardy color. Also, that single petals in a 
floret will shor signs of pink. we are able to rouge out-all that bloom in the rows 
but it is impossible to catch those which do not bloom before digging time or the 
stock grovn from dDulblets. Consequently we cannot gaurantee that stock grown from 
the real small sizes or bulblets will be true. One thing we have noticed is, that 
stock which has been rouged out of these varieties is of much better quality than 
the original Picardy. Cuecking these demerit marks against both Leading Lady and 
Silver wir igs we believe both varicties are vell worth growing.
